Children from families 
whose income is at or below 
those shown are eligible for 
free meals, free milk and/or 
reduced-price meals. In ad- 
dition, families not meeting 
this criteria but with other 
unusual expenses due to un- 
usually high medical expens- 
es, shelter costs in excess of 
30 percent of income, special 
education expenses due to the 
mental or physical condition 
of a child, and disaster or 
casualty losses are urged to 
apply. 

They may do so by com- 


pleting the application forms* - 
‘sent home with a letter to 


parents. Additional copies are 
available at the principal’s of- 
fice in each school. The in- 
formation provided on the ap- 
plication will be confidential 
and will be ysed only for the 
purpose of determining eligi- 
bility. Applications may be 
submitted any time during the 
school year. 

In certain cases foster 
children are also eligible for 
these benefits. If a family 
has such children living with 
them and wishes to apply for 
such meals for them, they 
should contact the school. - 


In the operation of child 
feeding programs, no child will 
be discriminated against be- 
cause of race, sex, color or 
national origin. Under the pro- 
vision of the policy the princi- 
pal of each school will review 
the applications and determine 
eligibility.

Perry Finder Still Needs Help 


Last spring, Perry Finder, a 
first grader at Elba Element- 
ary School, was stricken with 
encephalitis. He was admitted 
to Children’s Hospital in Bir- 


‘ningham on May 2 and released 


on June 5. 

Part of thistime Perry, son 
of Mr. and Mrs. Lester Finder, 
was inacoma, and spent g num- 
ber of weeks in intensive care. 
Since his release, he has been” 
receiving therapy at the Elba 
General Hospital for two days 
a week, and at home for oneday 
a week. Miss Linda Justison 
is the therapist working with 


Perry. 

Miss Justison says that 
Perry “is making good pro- 
gress, but he needs a wheel- 
chair.” Perry has no move~ 
ment in his body whatsoever, 
and must be carried, usually, 
by his mother. - His father rec- 


ently returned to his job at Dor- 
sey’s. 

“He is ina make-shift 
stroller now,” saysLinda His 
mother has to take him in and 
out of it. She takes him to the 
table, although he cannot feed 
himself. He can eat now, and 
chew, but was fed with a tube 
for a long while.” 

Linda believes Perry will 
continue to make progress, 
There’s no doubt: that he 
recognizes his friends. He 
can’t speak, but smiles and 
shows signs that he is happyto 
see someone.” 

L says Perry needs a 
special youth chair, for anadult 
wheelchair would create pos- 
ture problems, since he would 
be too small to fit in it com- 
fortably. He can sit up now witt 
some support. 

Perry has not yet been ap- 


proved for any state aid, sue’ 
as Crippled Children or Stat 
Rehabilitation, but his appl} 
cation is in.

following precautions due to 
the existing conditions. 

1. We have had excessive

2. Encephalitis is carried 
on a long-range basis and, 
chiefly by birds. We are sure 
that the public has heard ofthe 
problems in Mississippi, Bir- 
mingham, and Chicago related 
to encephalitis. 


.Transmittal of these diseases 

from birds and animals to 
humans is through mosquito 
bites. The following actions 
and precautions are advised 
at this time to all citizens 
of this country. 

1. Survey your own pre- 
mises and property and elim-. 
inate all water holding con- 
tainers in the area which may 
be or may become breeding 
places for mosquitoes. 

(2) Cut, clean, and clear 
all areas on your premises 
which are overgrown and may 
provide harborage areas for 
mosquitoes. 

(3) Check your owndwel- 
ling for worn screening and 


repair where needed to pre- 
vent entrance of mosquitoes 
into your home. 

“@) Avoid, uso at all 
possible, bring in areas after 
dark where mosquitoes are 
prevalent. 

(5) If you must be in areas 
where there is the possibility 


of being bitten, take precaution ‘ 


by wearing protective clothing 
and using insect repellent. 
(6) The use of insecticides 
_is recommended when needed. 
At this time there has beenno 
confirmed cases of encephal- 
itis in Coffee County, but we 
are stressing the need for 
keeping a cool head, a calm 
mind, and that through working 
individually and together you, 
as a citizen of Coffee County, 
can help eliminate the mos- 
quito provlem. 


The Coffee County Health De- 
partment will continue aclose 
surveilance of the situation 
through the remainder of the

PSC Supports Pleas

The Alabama Public Ser- 
vice Commission has voted to 
require the Seaboard Coastline 
Railroad to keep its stations 
serving Elba and New Brockton 
open.

Rainfall In 
Area To Pass 


100 Inches 


Rainfall has been heavy 
in Coffee County this year. 
Twice during the early part of 


‘the. year there was extensive 


flooding in the area and an 
abnormal amount of rain fall 
‘throughout the year. 

Mr. J.W. Moody recorded 

the raintall in the Elba area 
on a regular basis and his 
records verify what every- 
one felt-- a lot of rain 
fell on Coffee County ‘this 
year. 
_ During 1974 only-54.4 
inchés were recorded by Mo- 
ocy. He said this was a very 
dry year and about 15 to 20 
inches below normal. Up to 
the first of September in 1975, 
80.2 inches of rain have 
already fallen on the area. 
The raimtall in 1973 only 
totaled 72.2 for the entire 
year. 

Even though there was no 
flooding during July and Aug- 
ust the rainfall for these mon- 
ths was heavy. July recorded 
10.2 says Moody and August 
was good for 11.4 he said. 

Moody predicts that the 
total will exceed 100 inches 
before the year is out, even 
though September will be rel- 
atively dry. That is what 
Mr. Moody says.

This obser- 
vaion was made by Mr. Paul 
Howard, Director, Resource 
Development Division, Soil 
Conservation Service, Wash- 
ington, D.C. Howard further 
noted that, ‘‘An excellent 
working relationship between 
the Council and assisting 
agencies is visibly evident 
throughout the Wiregrass.’’ 

The occasion was the 
Wiregrass Resource Con- 
servation and Development 
Project Council’s regular 
quarterly meeting held Tue- 
sday, August 26, 1975, at the 
Holiday Inn in Troy, Alabama. 
Mr. Howard spoke tothe group 
concerning funding for RC&D 
Projects and the functions of 
his office as related to the 
158 projects located through- 
out the United States 

RC&D Council Chairman 
Milton McKeller conducted the 
meeting and reviewed the 
Council’s. Annua Plan of 
Work for Fiscal Year 1976. 
The plan of work places em- 
phasis on completion of some 
much needed recreation 
measures, measure plan dey- 
elopment on two major rec- 
reation parks, and on erosion 
and sediment control mea- 
sures on school grounds. Rec- 
reation measures on which the 
Council had previously rec- 
ommended high priority are 
now being installed or are in 
final stages of planning. These 
measures are: Old Creek 
Town Park, Barbour County; 
Point A Park, Covington Co- 
unty; Robert A. Fowler Mem- 
orial Park, Geneva County, 
and Walnut Creek Park, Pike 
County. Other measures rece- 
iving priority for FY 76 in- 
clude erosion control work on 
Henry County, Clayton, Troy, 
Ozark, Opp and Andalusia City 
School Grounds; Northwood 
Drive Channel] Improvement 
and Blackwell Airport Ero- 
sion Control in Ozark; Road- 
bank Stabilization and Kin- 
ston-Irrigation- Recreation 
Lake in Coffee County; and 
Justice Mill Creek Drainage 
in Geneva County. 

A new measure for tech- 
nical and financial assistance

Land Use Planning Is Best Left To 
Local Officials Subject To Local Controls 


and glass office towers in 
Washington would have in his 
hands the power to tell a 
farmer whether or not he could 
change the use of his land, 
or to determine whether the 
owner of a house on a busy 
street of a town or city could 
use that property for com- 
mercial instead of residential 
purposes, or ,. residential 
purpose instead of commer- 
cial purposes. 

Zoning and planning forthe 
use of land are now respon- 
Sibilities of State and local 
governments, and that is as 
it should be -- local action 
taken by local officials who 
are subject to local controls. 

But if Congress approves 
a Federal Land Use Bill, local 
zoning and. p anning auth- 
orities would be forced to 
operate under State land use 
regulations dictated by Fed- 
eral officials. This would re- 
present further encroachment 
by the Federal government 
in affairs that are best hand- 
led by local governments. 


The Land Use Bills now 
in Senate and House Commit- 
tees are essentially the same 
Land Use Bills which I voted 
against and which were killed 
in the 91st Congress, the 92nd 
Congress and the 93rd Cong- 
ress. You may rest assured 
that I will continue my opp- 
osition to efforts to pass a 
Land Use Bill in this 94th 
Congress. 


The Interior Committee of 
the House of Representatives 
has just headed off another 
effort by ultra-liberal social 
planners, through a so-called 
land use bill, to place con- 
trol of public and private lands 
throughout the United States 
in the grasping hands of 
Federal bureaucrats. 

Similar legislation has 
been introduced in the Senate, 
but in light of the House action 
it may be that the Senate Int- 
erior Committee will not move 
on the bill this year. 

As proposed, land use 
bills would create a new Agen- 
cy in the Department of the 
Interior with the power to pre- 
scribe the use to which lands 
throughout the Nation may be 
put. Withincreasing frequency 
Federal or Federally assisted 
public works projects incorp- 
orate major land use and 
growth impact control requ- 
irements, and the proposed 
Land Use Bills would place 
controls over these programs 
in the hands of Federal over- 
seers. 

Under terms of the pro- 
posed land use legislation, a 
property owner, whether his 
property is a house and lot, 
a small farm, vacant land or 
commercial property, would 
find that his use of that pro- 
perty could be resricted, even 
effecting his right to sell the 
property for some other pur- 
pose.

Farrar was saying that 
nematodes in the soil damage 
plants like worms in animals 
damage animals.

Coffee County 
fields to he planted in row 
crops next year should be 
tested now. By.testing now, 
they can get a much better 
analysis of the kind of nema- 
todes present and also the 
numbers.

THIODAN 

How many of you with 
peach trees had a jelly-like 
substance coming out down 
near the ground level this 
year? Were some of your 
peaches wormy ? This con- 
dition is caused by the lesser 
peach tree borer andthe peach 
tree borer. These are the 
two species in Coffee County. 
They will attack peach trees 
and plum trees from several 
inches above the ground to 
two to three inches below the 
ground. 

Actually, three applicatio- 
ns of insecticides should be 
made to the trunk all of 
the way to the ground and to 
the lower limbs. The first 
application of the spray should 
be made between July 10 and 
15 and two other applications 
at three to four week inter- 
vals.

PEANUT HARVEST 

We give quite a bit of 
advice on the best time to 
harvest peanuts. Actually, the 
only thing we can do is give 
basic information based on 
research and farmer expe- 
rience. For Coffee County 
farmers each field is a little 
different. Oftentimes, a man 
cannot wait until ideal con- 
ditions -because he has several 
acres to harvest. A lot of 
small growers can’t harvest 
when they want to because 
they are depending on other 
people to shake them andhar- 
vest them. 

Many times when the ideal 
day comes to begin plowing 


‘up we have several day’ srain. 


On other occasions we have 
hurricanes threatening down 
in the southern gulf. If a man 
could plow them all up in 
one day and harvest them 
in one day and knew what 
the weather would be on the 
day he planned to do this, 
harvesting peanuts would be 
a lot simpler. I am just hoping 
that beginning now we ‘can get 
the right kind of weather.

School is in full swing again, 
and children are excited, care- 
less, scared and home sickthe 
first few days. As motorists 
and parents, it is essential that 
all laws concerning school bus- 
es and school zones be ob- 
served. 

STOP for all school buses 
loading and unloading. 

A motorist convicted of 
running a school bus stop sign 
can be fined from $20 to $300, 
and possibly serve a 90-day 
jail sentence. But, worse than 
that, a child could be killed or 
injured. 

Keep in mind that all school 
buses are required by law to 
stop and look both ways at all 
railroad crossings, although 
some of these crossings might 
look deserted. 

Never crowd a school bus 
in traffic. Bus speed is gov- 
erned at about 40 miiles per 
hour, and there is absohitely 
no way they can move fast en- 
ough to get out of the way if 
they are crowded. 

When stopped waiting for a 
school bus to load or unload 
several children, help the dri- 
ver watch the children until 
they are safely offthe roadway. 

In Alabama last year school 
buses transported approxi- 
mately 375,000 children 
41,000,000 miles? There were 
389 school bus wrecks, with 
4 killed and 58 injured. These 
wrecks are considered mini- 
mum, but one wreck involving 
children, is one too many. 

Parents who drive their ch- 
ildren to school can often be 
the biggest hazarda child faces 
on his way to and from school. 
Rainy, cold days are especial- 
ly bad . . . some parents will 
drive bumper to bumper inand 
around schools; some parents, 
will park in unauthorized zones 
at schools; some will ignore 
the 25-mile-per hour speed 
limit in school zones; and some 
will pull near the curb, in 2n 
illegal parking position, just 
to make sure their child can 
load in a hurry, and not get

COFFEE CONSERVATION 
WHO SHOULD PAY FOR 
CONSERVATION? 

Soil erosion is becoming an 
ever more serious and costly 
problem. The United States 
Soil Conservation Service es- 
timates that 737 million acres 
of land in rural America are 
susceptible to erosion. This 
erosion scars and disfigures 
the land, but it also murders 
the streams and the rivers. 

The sedimentation of rivers 
and streams is a problem that 
will grow even worse even if 
the sediments do not increase. 
This sedimentation is caused 
by the more intense use of 
our available water. The cost 
of muddy water is already st- 
aggering. The direct amount 
of cash each year to dredge 
harbors, lakes and rivers in 
the United States is over $250 
million dollars. Add this to 
the cost of removing silt from 
reservoirs (at least $100 per 
acre foot) and municipal and 
industrial use areas, and you 
have an idea of the price ev- 
erybody pays for the dirty 
water in the United States. 

There is still another pr- 
oblem in soil erosion. Many 
of the soils contain durable 
pesticles that cling to the soil 
particles. These particles then 
enter the streams, rivers and 
lakes, and then they pollute 
the water. Because of this 
polluted water, there isagreat 
loss of aesthetic value interms 
of natural beauty, fish, fowl 
and wildlife. 

One of the “facts of life” 
is that when soil erodes every- 
one loses, and when soil stays 
on the farm, everybody gains. 
This is a key point when it 
comes to deciding who is to 
pay the cost of preventing ero- 
sion on farmland. 

Under modern farming sys- 
tems, some erosion is inevit- 
able. This loss can be re- 
duced, however, through the 
use of such practices as ter- 
racing, contour plowing, gras- 
sed waterways, year-round 
cover crops and dams to store 
water. Because of these prac- 
tices there is a prolonged use- 
fulness of the soil. But all of 
these practices cost the farmer 
in time, effort, convenience and 
most of all - money. The prac- 
tices also do not necessarily 
mean that the farmer receives 
a profit. So, who gains the 
most from the installations of 
these practices? 

The Federal Government 
has been furnishing cost-shar- 
ing to stimulate Soil Conser- 
vation. The stated U.S. Gov- 
ernment share is 60 percent 
on certain erosion-controlled 
practices. The stated share 
for Coffee County this year is 
65 percent. But usually itdoes 
not work this way andthe farm- 
er ends up paying about half 
the cost. In some cases, the 
farmer will be glad to pay the 
50 percent share if he can see 
a benefit in his business. But, 
in other cases, a farmer can 
scarcely be expected to pay 
the 50 percent when all the 
benefit will be on someone 
downstream. 

A rebirth in Soil Conser- 
vation is needed, and a rec- 
ognition that farmers have rel- 
atively les# to gain, so they 
should bear a relatively smal- 
ler share of the cost. A cost- 
share formula that does not 
take into account the farmer's 
relatively low benefit from 
certain erosion-contro! prac- 
tices, is not likely to solve 
the problem of muddy water in 
our rivers and streams.

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Commissioners Hear 


Complaints 


The Coffee County Com- 
mission met aba in what 
turned out to be a rather spicy 
meeting, 

Early reports indicated 
that due to the items coming 
up, no arguments were expect- 
ed; however, road maintenance 
proved to be the subject that 
changed this somewhat. 

Shortly after returning 
from lunch, the commission- 
ers met with the County En- 
gineer Bernard Richburg. Elba 
citizen Robert Folsom appear- 
ed before the group and wanted 
to know why the county couldn't 
haul four loads of dirt ontothe 
Buck’s Branch Road. He said 
he had offered to spread the 
dirt if they were too busy, but 
for several months now he had 
gotten no results. “The in- 
Spection department rides in 
air conditioned trucks with 
their noses shining in the sun 
and they can’t be stopped,” 
said Folsom. Healsosaiddirt 

being hauled onto private 
"+ .seways while public roads 
near his farm were washing 
away. 

Folsom said he had re- 
ported the problem on several 
occasions to commissioners 
and to the engineer’s office, 
but nothing had been done tu 
correct it. Folsom said the 
Elba Fire Department had used 
the road once recently and had 
to return to Elba in a round- 
about way due to the caving of 
the washout. r 

The engineer promised to 
look into the situation: He said 
he had not been informed of it, 
though Folsom said he hadre- 
ported it and Commissioner 
Flournoy Whitman said he had 
turned in a request for the 
work. at least three times. 

Commissioner Whitman 
also repeated a complaint he 
made at the last meeting. He 
said maintenance of roads in 
his district was poor with some 
roads still blocked from pre- 
vious rains. Richburg showed 
written instructions he had 
issued to additional work 
crews to work on some _ bad 
roads. Whitman looked at this 
report and acknowledged that 
some of the roads were in 
District 3. Commissioner Don 
Smith spoke up and said some 
roads in District 4 (below Ent- 
erprise) were in equally poor 
Shape and the people were de- 
manding relief. 

The commission opened 
bids on liability insurance for 
the county. After conferring 
with the county attorney, the 
commissioners purchased in- 
surance with limits at 10 mil- 
lion dollars from Whittaker- 
Warren Insurance Agency in 
Enterprise. The insurance was 
purchased as the result of 
recent court rulings knocking 
down governmental immunity 
for governmental agencies. 

The commissioners voted 
to purchase paint to paint the

“I had 
rather not have the figures 
than to have strings attached 
to them. I will just go to the 
books and get them myself 
with no strings attached,” was 
the unanimous concensus. 
Beckham withdrew his Sug- 
gestion and said “I don't care, 
we have nothing to hide.” 

Managing Editor Roy 
Shoffner of the Daily Ledger 
Suggested adding information 
abou® time deposits, total in- 
come and total expenses tothe 
report to make it more com- 
plete. This seemed to please 
the officials and was done and 
the report released. A story 
on the information will be 
forthcoming in the CLIPPER.

SUPERINTENDENT BILL 
DOUTFUL, FOSHEE SAYS 


IN TUESDAY INTERVIEW 
Senator Crum Foshee told 
THE ELBA CLIPPER in a 
telephone interview Tuesday 
that he could not allow the sup- 
erintendent’s bill to pass inits 
present form. He said that he 
and Representative Jimmy 
Holley had failed in efforts to 
reach a compromise onthe bill 
and therefore, it would appa- 
rently die when the session 
ends in six more working days. 
This newspaper suggested 
that a workable compromise 
might be to amend the bill 
allowing the election of the 
count school superintendent, 
allowing the voters to vote on 
leaving it appointive or going 
back to election. This way 
there would be no question but 
the majority rule - this is the 
democratic way. Foshee said 
he would surely consider this 
as afair compromise. How- 
ever, he said it would be im- 
possible to amend the bill and 
get it out during this session. 
A later call to Representa- 
tive Jimmy Holley indicated 
that it was indeed possible to 
amend the bill and get it out 
this session if he and Foshee 
both tried. Holley said he had 
already prepared an amend- 
ment to allow just what this 
newspaper Suggested to 
Foshee, and that it had been 
given to Senator Foshee. 
Foshee did not indicate to this 
newspaper that he had even 
heard of this amendment. 


Meeting Is 


Short — Sweet 


The Elba Water and Elec- 
tric Board held a short meet- 
ing Tuesday night. All mem- 
bers were present and busi- 
ness was routine. 

Monthly bills were up sev- 
eral thousand dollars, but 
members had been told before 
to expect the increase due toa 
need for expensive light poles 
and some extensive upgrading 
of power lines. The monthly 
bills totaled $11,037.43. The 
electric power bill from Ala- 
bama Electric was $64,082.56. 
These bills with labor and 
bond payments caused the 
Board to spend $8,924.75 more 
than was taken in during the 
Same period. - 

Chairman Charles Hayes 
Ill read parts of a letter from 
the Farmers Home Admini- 
stration indicating that the re- 
quested loan for system ex- 
pansion had been held up due 
to a change in the law. 

The Board approved pay- 
ment of $150 to Parrish TV for 
damage repair caused by the 
Board employees. 

One full power application 
was approved by the Board 
Also, transfer of $5,000 to the 
City general fund was ap- 
proved. 

Hayes repo:ted that tho 
Board has completed installa- 
tion of meters on all city used 
facilities and during August 
the City of Elba used $1,232.90 
of electricity. This will be a 
bookkeeping entry to show the 
true picture of the Board ope- 
rations and once a year will be 
written off as a donation tothe 
City.

Telephone Company 
Utility Board Wants Rate Increase 


General Telephone Com- 
pany has filed a request with 
the Alabama Public Service 
Commission for a general rate 
increase in its 38 Alabama ex- 


changes. The Alabama Div- 

ision of General Telephone 
covers 5600 square miles in 
11 counties and serves 116,000 
telephones, the heaviest con- 
centration being in Southeast 
Alabama. The division head - 
quarters is located in Dothan 

In its request, the Com- 
Pany asked that the revised 
rates be effective October 10, 
1975. The request includes 
$2.4 million in rates that are 
presently being billed under 
bond from the company’s pre- 
vious rate case, which dates 
back to 1973. This case is 
under appeal to the Alabama 
Supreme Court. 

Under the proposed rate 
increase, General Telephone’s 
business customers would pay 
$1.65 more per month and 
residential customers would 
See their rates go up 70 to80¢ 
Over the present monthly 
charge. 

In addition to the increase 
in basic monthly charges, the 
request includes increased in- 
Stallation charges, a 20¢ pay- 
Station rate and Directory As- 
Sistance charges. The overall 
increase throughout General’s 
Alabama operation would am- 
ount to approximately $1.4 
million per year over rates 
presently being paid. Nearly 
one-half of the increased rev- 
enues would be paid in federal, 
State and local taxes 

Vice President and General 
Manager, W. L. Entz, said the 
company is faced with an un- 
precedented increase in the 
cost of doing business, whether 
it be the cost of labor, mater- 
ial, supplies or the cost of 
debt -- the cost of new capi- 
tal t finance new construc- 
tion 

General Telephone over the 


past few years has invested 
in excess of $37 million to 
meet the growth requirements 
of its area.and to compléte its 
program ef eliminating multi- 
party lines inits Alabama ope- 
rations. 

In order to continue the 
Company's program to expand 
and improve telephone ser- 
vice in all areas, huge expen- 
ditures for new telephone plant 
are required. In 1975 alone, 
General Telephone is spending 
about $9 million for new equip- 
ment and facilities.
